Jumped to Death lor Girl He 
Loved. 

The body of the young man who 
jamped from a Louisville. 2;,Heiideiaoi 
St. XjOuis pasaenger train, known as 
the **Cannon Ball." shortly after 4 
o'clock Monday mom ins at Maceo. 
Ky.. has been ideaUfiod at that of 
Bare Martin, of Prederiekstown. Mo. 

Martin was eoroote to Maceo to be 
married to Miss Eva Foster. All ar- 
rangements for the wedding had been 
completed. He boarded the train at 
St Louis, b'lt it is not thought he 
learned that the train did not stop at 
Maceo until the station had almost 
been reached. So anxious was Martm 
to join the young woman to whom he 
was soon to be married that he hurried 
t3 the steps of the train, which was 
running at a rate of forty-five miles an 
hour. He had his suitcase containing 
his wedding clothes, in his hand. As 
the houses ai the station came into 
view in the early dawn Martin jumped 
from the train. 

It was two or threo hours before his 
bruised and mangled body was found 
by men walking ^long the ^track. His 
body was picked up and removed to 
the railroad station. The Coroner was 
summoned and inquest nas held, with a 
verdiet to the effect that he cam* to 
his dietli by Jompies from Che train. 

Uncle Sam Will Assist. 

The hght against "heep scabies m 
this State is to be turned over to the 
national Government, which will put a 
force of inspectors in Kentucky to as- 
sist the county livestock inspectors, 
and it is believed that thn disease in 
the sheep can he stamped out by next 
winter with the determined methods 
which will be adopted.

It was stated at the meeting 
that Marion, Washington and Nelson 
counties are the worst infected of any 
of the couotiaa which have been visit- 
ed. In these coanties. it is stated, but 
little has been done toward stamping 
out the scabies, but the Fiscal Coart 
of each county has promised to do 
what eonld be done to fight tlM psat.
